EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE. 
Calif. (AP)—The Space Agency ’s 
Joseph A. Walker shooting far 
higher than ex pected, vaulted an 
estimated 67 miles high today to 
a new X-15 altitude mark. 
H ie veteran rocket plane pilot 
went aloft with a target altitude 
of 315,000 feet, less than a mile 
higher than the oild X15 m ark of 
314,750. 
But, for reasons not at once 
learned, his altitude angle on the 
upward surge was steeper than 
ex pected and he shot to an esti­ 
mated 350,000 feet.

He said a nuclear war could i 
destroy mankind and even those I 
who survived might "envy the | 
dead.” 
The Soviet leader laid down the I 
blunt challenge to his Chinese 
Communist opponents — who be­ 
lieve revolutionary wars are in­ 
evitable — at a Kremlin friend­ 
ship rally for visiting Hungarian 
Prem ier Janos Kadar. 
As he spoke his aides were fight­ 
ing 
the 
argum ent 
out 
with 
Chinese delegates at rapidly -col­ 
lapsing peace talks at a suburban 
villa. 
Khruschev told 
6,000 widly ap­ 
plauding persons at the rally that 
“ a world war is necessary neither 
for the building of the socialism 
nor communism, nor for the ac­ 
celeration of the world r^o lu- 
tion.” 
He said that "the superiority of 
the forces of socialism, peace and 
democracy over the forces of im­ 
perialism, reaction and aggres­ 
sion is growing.” 
Without specify ing how, Khrush­ 
chev insisted " a ctmcrete possi­ 
bility of preventing world war 
has appeared. And this is not 
merely a possibility , but a vital 
necessity fo r the peoples ol the 
world.**

W ASHING TO N (A P I— Two and 
a half years ago Saturday Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy 
moved 
into the 
White House In that time he has 
consistently followed a policy of 
trying tn get along with Congress. 
This is an exact duplicate of 
President Eisenhower's policy and 
the 
exact 
opposite 
of that of 
Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
who tried to get along until they 
got mad 
In Kennedy's rase trying In get 
along with a Congress run hy his 
nwn Democrats has meant avoid­ 
ing fights with members of the 
House and Senate even when they 
ignored his pleas and his pro­ 
grams 
The result has been less than 
all-out fighting, on his part, for 
what he asked 
He has reserved 
his get-tough tactics for problems 
outside 
Congress, 
particularly 
when they meant big domestic 
crises 
When the governors of M issis­ 
sippi and Alabama defied federal 
eourt orders to let Negroes into 
their stale universities. Kennedy 
used troops to back up the courts 
and brush the governors aside. 
And he used the prestige of the 
presidency - hy denouncing them 
— to forre the steelmakers to with­ 
draw a price increase when thev 
tried tn effect one contrary to his 
understanding that they wouldn’t. 
And in the foreign field Kennedy 
got about as tough as a President 
can 
get, 
since defiance 
might 
have meant war, when he told 
Premier Khrushchev to get his 
missiles nut of Cuba. Khrushchev 
melted. 
But Kennedy hasn't heen that 
way with Congress 
He proposed medtral rare for 
the aged and made a total of 
one speech for it. The American 
Medical Association led the fight 
against it and Congress did noth­ 
ing 
He asked for federal aid to pub­ 
lic schools. Congress did nothing 
and Kennedy didn’t try to knock 
any heads together 
He asked for a tax nit Judging 
from the way Congress is going, 
that. too. may land in the ash bin 
In none of these three instances 
did Kennedy or Congress show 


signs of feeling pursued hy a 
xcnsr of urgency or danger or the 
unpredictable if nothing was done 
Individuals might, suffer from in 
action, but there was no concern 
about explosions 
The older people weren't going 
to riot in the street, the schools 
weren't going to rinse, and the 
economy wasn't going to collapse 
if taxes weren't reduced 
But it is different now with Ne­ 
groes’ demands for equal treat­ 
ment and Kennedy’s proposal to 
Congress to pass a law tn protect 
their civil rights. 
Now Kennedy is confronted with 
a critical problem which may he- 
come a crisis and truly involves 
Congress, for what will happen if 
Congress doesn't act. or simply 
passes a hnlf-haked bill, is defi­ 
nitely unpredictable 
Kennedy has shown— in his pub­ 
lic speeches, his broadcast tn the 
nation, his news conference re 
marks and his civil rights mess­ 
age tn Congress— that he is aware 
of the militant mood of Negroes 
and its implicit dangers if frus­

Even so he became aware late 
He didn’t send his big civil rights

Q—Is 
ringworm 
primarily 
a 
fungus condiiton or a blood con­ 
dition’’ How can I get rid of it? 
Is it the same as athlete's foot” 


A—Ringworm is a fungus dis 
ease that may attack anv part of 
the skin hut it has a marked 
preference 
for 
parts 
that 
are 
moist For this reason it is com­ 
mon in the groin and in the feel 
where it is called athlete’s foot. 
Many persons who are not in the 
least athletic also get it. A new 
fungicide, chloroxylenol, has prov­ 
ed very effective in some persons 
who have used it. 


Recent studies indicate that in 
some persons rod-shaped bacteria 
rather than a fungus cause ath­ 
lete's fool This would account for 
the failure nf some victims to get 
relief from any of the fungicides 
and for their cure hy other drugs. 


It all boils down to what I have 
said many times in the past: 
First, find the exact cause. When 
this is done the treatment pre­ 
scribed by your doctor is often 
surprisingly easy. But always, you 
must keep ynur feet as dry as 
possible as much of the time as 
possible 


Q—For several weeks 1 have 
had a salty taste in my mouth 
I ’ve checked with my dentist and 
have 
used 
different 
kinds 
of 
mouthwash but nothing seems to 
help What could cause this? 


A— This rather baffling symp­ 
tom is observed in some persons 
who smoke excessively. 
If you 
smoke try cutting it out for four 


or five weeks and see whether 
the salty taste disappears rut­ 
ting out smoking will give you 
other dividends as well 
On the 
other hand, the taste may he due 
to an acid saliva in contact with 
an amalgam filling, hut such a 
cause would have been discovered 
by your dentist In a few person* 
sleeping with the mouth open i* 
associated with a salty taste 
If you are taking medicines that 
rontam 
ammonium 
or calcium 
chloride, 
sodium 
or 
potassium 
iodide, 
or 
sodium 
bicarbonate, 
this could be the cause. 
If you 
are not taking any of these try 
cutting down or eliminating table 
salt from your diet for a week 
and see if that will not help you. 


Q— What would cause me lo feel 
pain in a leg that wa* taken off 
10 years ago” 


A—Nearly every person who ha* 
an amputation has some painful 
sensation in the severed ending 
of the nerve that supplied the lost 
leg. This is called phantom leg 
pain. In most persons this clears 
up in a few months. Operations 
to further remove sensory path 
w’ays to or in the brain have been 
attempted when the pain is per 
sistent and severe, hut the re­ 
sults are often disappointing

One of the agreements he and Ike 
arrived at was that K would go to Peking 
and endeavor to straighten out the tension 
which had existed hetwecn the United States 
and Red China over the Formosan strail. 
The Eisenhower administration had hecn wor­ 
ried over the Chinese shelling of Quemny and 
Mat.su and the risk of war. 
Khrushchev carried out his promise 
Within 
a week after the Camp David talks, he flew 
to Peking. 
What happened there has never heen fully 
disclosed. 
However, thp Indian government 
used to have excellent intelligence in Peking, 
and when I was in India in 19.'S9. two months

Khrushchev's 
visit,

Nehru confirmed the re|X)rf that Khrushchev

No high Chine.sc delegation met him at the 
airport. He was kept cooling his heels for * 
couple of days before Man Tse-Tung or any 
other (op leaders saw him 
And none of them gave him any satisfaction 
regarding tension in the Formosan strait. The 
Red Chine.se did not like K’s talk.s with Eisen- 
Iviwer any more than certain right-wingers 
in thp United States liked them. 
IVe I* Pressured Too 
In fact, it soon develot>ed that while Khrush­ 
chev was under pressure from the Red Chi- 
ne.se not to patch up diifercnces with the 
Uriited Stales. Euseuhowcr was under just as 
much pressure from conservative advisers 
not to patch up relations with Russia. 
In the interim, the agreement between 
Khrushchev and Eisenhower to refrain from 
public criticism while working gradually to­ 
ward better understanding, showed results. 
When Eisenhower visited Rome in November, 
]9!>9. two months after the Camp David talks, 
he got a rousing reception. Even the Com­ 
munist party turned out its children with 
small flags; “W'e like Ike,” The reception 
was in contrast to the yawns received by 
President Kennedy, the first American Catho­ 
lic president, in the No. 1 Catholic country. 
The difference obviously was that in 19.S9 the 
Commu n ist p arty h ad received in stru ction s 


from Moscow to welcome Ikp whereas in 
they boycotted Kennedy 
Finally came the U-2 (light over Russia on 
May 1. 19fi0. jnst IR days before the summit 
conference in Paris 
Its reacti-on on Russian 
public opinion and particularly on the Red 
Chinese and Soviet right wingers was ¡denti- 
eal to the reaction which would have taken 
place in the United Slates had a Soviet spy 
plane been shot down over .St Uniis. 
Ikr Wanted Peace 
About a year after the incident, Khru.shchev 
told me what had hap}>ened at the only Paris 
meeting which he attended with Eisenliower, 
Prime Minister Macmillan, and President De 
(iaiille 
He said that he explained Uus.stan 
public reaction had heen so vigorous over the 
U-2 spy plane that he could not go ahead 
with the .summit meeting unless there was 
an expression of regret from the United 
States 
President Eisenliower. he said, loaned over 
to Secretary of .State Herter and whi.s|» erpd in 
a voice which the Russian interpreter. Victor 
Sukhodrev. easily heard. 
"I don’t see any 
reason why wp shouldn’t do » omething like 
that ” 
But Herter said no 
Tills, said Khrushchev, was one reason h# 
didn’t think Eisenhower ran his own admini.s- 
tration 
He described Ike as a man who sin­ 
cerely wanted j>eace. and it was quite evident 
from tlie description of his talks with Eisen­ 
hower that he was impres.sed with Ike’s sin­ 
cerity though not witli his efficiency 
lliis ended one of the most im|K>rtanl at­ 
tempts between the leaders of the Soviet 
Union and the United States tn bring about 
better understanding. It was a far more sig­ 
nificant meeting than that between Kennedy 
and Khrushchev in Vienna IB months later, 
one rea.son being that Eisenhower, a military 
man. and one who had been in the W'hit® 
Hnu.se for almost eight years, was in a better 
position to calm the Goldwaters. the Keatings, 
and the Strom Thurmonds who have con­ 
stantly criticized Kennedy’s peace efforts. 
It was Ei.senhower’s ambition, as he con­ 
fided to intimates, to go down in history as a 
man of peace. 
Khrushchev caught this fact He also under­ 
stood the fact that Eisenhower had men 
around him who differed. U was not difficult 
for Khrushchev to understand this because 
he himself has to battle not only the right 
wing of Peking, which wants war with the 
United States, hut recalcitrant advisers in 
thè Kremlin who argue that you cannot trust 
the United States—-jiust as the right wing in 
the United States argues that we cannot trust 
Russia. 
President Kennedy will have one more 
chance to pick up the pieces dix>pt>ed at the 
Paris summit conference. 
The chance will 
occur in Moscow when Averell Harriman sits 
down with Russian negotiators to try to 
reach an agreement on a nuclear test ban. 
It will probably he Uie last chance.

Three-Wa y Sp lit in GOP 
J eo p a rd izes Co urse in ’64

WASHINGTON - The standard 
Republiian line now i* that the 
Demorratic party is ,*o hojieles.sly 
split that It IS completely ineffec­ 
tive. 
This was the theme of the .loint 
Sei.ate-Hou.se Republican Leader­ 
ship manifesto. 
Using P r e s i d e n t Kennedy’s 
statement that Democrat* in Con­ 
gress would need Repuhlican help 
to pass comprehensive civil rights 
legislation this year. Senate mi­ 
nority leader Everett M. Dirk.sen 
intoned the idea that this was a 
conte.ssion of Democratic admin- 
Lstration disunity. 
This raises the question of just 
how united the Republican party 
may be a year before its national 
convention. 
As a curtain raiser, speaking 
at the San Francisco convention 
of Young Republicans, GOP Sen. 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania urged 
tha' elements of the party “not 
beat each other to bits.” It seems 
to have been a futile appeal. 
Full rejxirts on this convention, 
brought hack to Washington by 
participants, indicate it was a 
pretty rough affair. There was 
wide-open feuding between pro­ 
gressive 
and 
conservative fac­ 
tions. And it was only by the nar­ 
rowest of margins that the organi­ 
zation escaped a takeover hy the 
far right-wingers. 
What this fight indicates is that 
the GOP may be just as badly 
split as the Democrats. There is 
abundant evidence that the ultra- 
con.servatives make up a much 
larger percentage of the Republi­ 
can (>arty than in the Democratic 
party 
On civil rights legislation in 
particular, the Republican party 
—even if it were so completely 
victorious in 1964 as to sweep the 
White House and Congress—would 
hav° to depend far more on Dem­ 
ocrat ic supiKirt to put through an 
effective rights program than the 
other way around. 


The Fourth of July Goldwater- 
for President rally in Washington 
was notable in that there were 
no Negro Republicans inside the 
Armory. The only Negroes around 
were in a delegation of Black 
Muslims 
demonstrating 
outside 
the hall—not in support of Gold­ 
water, it might he added. 
Actually, the Republican party 
today seems to be split three 
ways—not just two. 
'Tliere are 
GOP conservatives and progres­ 
sives who correspond to the re­ 
actionaries and the liberals in the 
Democratic 
party. In addition, 
there is the new Republican Na­ 
tional Citizens Committee, 
This modern and moderate ele­ 
ment of the GOP is centered 
around ex-President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower and his principles. 
But at the present time it has 
neither a candidate, a platform 
nor much of a following. 
Tlip .30 to too well-heeled Re­ 
publicans who head up and. in 
fact are the GOP Citizens Com­ 
mittee today, have as one of their 
principal objectives definite in­ 
roads on Democratic strongholds 
in the North and West. The 
Re­ 
publicans simply have to 
woo 
Democratic voters in the metro­ 
politan areas to get a majority. 
1 erhaps the only way the Re­ 
publicans can get a meaningful 
program for 1964 is to reverse 
th' traditional American political 
procedure which is to adopt a 
platform, then nominate a candi­ 
date to stand on it and like it. 
W^hen the Republicans ctmvene 
for their national convention in 
San Francisco next July they 
might try picking their candidate 
first, then let him dictate the plat­ 
form. 
If that candidate should be Sen. 
Barry Goldwater. the platform 
would read one way. If the candi­ 
date were Gov. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller or almost anyone else, it 
probably would be completely dif­ 
ferent. 
That’s how the Republican par­ 
ty stands as of today.

formed this contour in the ground. 
The man then made a ‘brush 


pile' fire and placed the steel 
plate on the fire When the steel 
had heated, the man (Hilled the 
plate over the contoured 
earth 


and went to work with his ham­ 
mer Soon the .steel formed the 
proj)et curve for the patch. The 
w-orker drilled bales in the boiler 
around the leaky s|>ot, and holes 
to match in the plate Using the 
'same hru.sh pile fire, the man 
heated some bolts then bolted 
the plate over the leak W'hen the 
bolts pooled, the contraction drew 
the plate up around the leak so 
snugly that not a trace of steam 
cscajied.
